The  number  of  treatments  carried  out.  during  the  year, 
particularly  in  the  under  5  age  group,  was  most  satisfactory.  The 
figures  for  the  younger  group  have  thus  increased  from  83  to  9 Ofo 
in  the  year,  but  the  school  age  group  has  decreased  from  9 2fo 

to  89 .Ofo, 

Two  oases  of  Diphtheria  occurred'  during'<;the  year-in 
children,  neither  of  whom  was  immunised. 

The  usual  annual  statement  was  published  in  the  local 
papers  giving  details  of  the  progress  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
in  the  district .This  is  considered  to  have  definite  propaganda 
value  and  should  be  continued. 


GENERAL  REMARKS 


There  is  nothing  in  the  statistics  for  the  year 
requiring  spedi&l  comment.  The  Birth  Rate  is  the  highest  for  at 
least  twenty  years  according  t>.  records.  There  were  no  brisk 
epidemic  outbreaks  though  mild  sporadic  cases  of  whooping  cough 

occurred .
